Movement For Independence 
Is In Progress For More 
Than Three Months 


Petrograd, Jan. 4.—Decision to 
acknowledge the independence of Uk- 
raiana was reached by the commis- 
saries council today. 

Presumably the council of commis- 
saries—that is a meeting of the var- 
ious executives which the Bolsheviki 
named to administer various cities 
and states of Russia—represents the 
will of the Bolsheviki government it- 
seit. . 

The decision to acknowledge Ukri- 
ana’s independence is virtually a vic- 
tory for the. Cossack rebels: The 
Korniloff-Kaledine revolt, however, 
did not originate in  Ukriana, but 
when that section of Russia made its 
bid for a separate entity, it joined 
forces with the Cossacks. 

Ukraina is the so-called White 
Russia, comprising sections of the old 
Polish kingdom, A -movement for 
independence has been in progress 
there for more than Eunos ni months.

Count 
von Hertling’s silence may, -indeed, 
mean that he has no hope of the pré- 
sent negotiations with Russia suc- 
ceeding in a way advantageous to 
Germany, and for that reason, he is 
holding aloof. 

But whatever his reasons, the new
